3 has been canceled without prejudice, and independent claim 1 has 
been amended to include the features of claim 3, Further, claim. 1.0 
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has been added that: includes the feature of allowable elate 3, 
Accordingly , it is respect.fu.ily requested that independent claims 1 
and 10 foe allowed . In addition, as claims 2, 4-9, and 11.-14 depend 
from independent claims 1 and 10, Applioanta respectfully request- 
that claims 2, 4-9, and 11-14 also be allowed.

Rather, Johnston, teaches* a display using two layers of conducting 
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electrodes that create a change in conductance when one layer Is 
dBformed with respect to the other layer (column 1, lines 57-62), 
such as an increase in capacitance and/or decrease in resistance 
(column 3, lines 4-6). Mo where is. transferring electrons through 
dendrites la taught or suggested in Johnston* Albert is cited to 
allegedly show other features and does not remedy the deficiencies 
in Johnston,. 

Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that independent 
claim 15 is allowable, and allowance thereof is respectfully 
requested. In addition, it is respectfully submitted" that claims 
16-20 should also be allowed b&sesd at least on their " dependence 
f row i nde p & nd.en t claim 15 ,
